try who was elected in what 
turned out to be a Liberal 
sweep of 187 ridings to form a 
majority government.

Phipps then suggested 
Worthy to play her daughter, 
and it was Worthy’s idea to 
use the museum for a full 
reading - a strong supporter, 
she does everything she can to 
showcase the museum and all 
it has to offer.

What are the chances of 
two Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Kinsmen, a club of 22 mem¬ 
bers, suffering strokes just 
weeks apart? 

Bob Forbes and Rod 
Konik's stories differ slighdy, 
but they both spent part of 
this year in die Greater 
Niagara General Hospital's 
stroke unit, followed by 
about eight weeks at Hotel 
Dieu Shaver Health and 
Rehabilitation Cemtre, and 
then several more weeks as 
outpatients, receiving phys¬ 
iotherapy to overcome some 
of the effect of the strokes. 

When the Kinsmen were 
talking about where to spend 
the money from their annual 
fundraising Bike Wine Tour, 


talk to therapists who had 
helped both men in their 
rehabilitation. 

"The club members decid¬ 
ed because of Rod and I were 
here, that this would be be 

heard from an amazing 
number of people in NOTL, 
when you get talking about 
it, that they’ve been here to. 
It’s an amazing place." 

After four strokes within 
seven days last February, 
said Forbes - he went to the 
hospital three times and was 
sent home, and was finally 
admitted after the fourth 
stroke - he went from the 
GNGH stroke unit to Shaver 
for rehabilitation. 

“When I got here I couldn’t 
walk. I couldn’t talk very well 


either.” 

Konik also spent time at 
the GNGH before being sent 
to Shaver. 

“I was like that as well. I 
was having double vision 
and slurred speech,” he 
said. 

They both spent several 
weeks at Shaver for physio¬ 
therapy, and then continued 
as outpatients. 

“When I left after being an 
inpatient, I thought I was 
doing great,” said Forbes. 

“But when I was finished 
as an outpatient, they 
showed me the numbers of 
what I was doing, and what a 
difference it made.” 

Konik added they were 
told they had to keep up the 
therapy on their own, and 
friends and family were 
encouraged to take part in 


their sessions so they could 
help out afterward. 

When Forbes asked the 
therapists what they really 
needed, he said, they asked 
for a small device called a 
pulse oxymeter, which mea¬ 
sures the level of oxygen in a 


patient’s blood. 

“It’s used every day in 
every part of health care,” 
said Jennifer Hansen, chief 
nursing officer at Shaver. 

“It’s a small simple tool, 
but it’s a vital tool.” 

The donation from the 


Kinsmen will purchase two 
more, and were pieces of 
equipment were on the hos¬ 
pital’s “wish list” for the year, 
she said. 

“It’s nice to be able to give 
back, after all they did for 
us,” said Forbes.
